the information 
that d u rin g the mouth of J u n e there 
were ‘J cases of smallpox 
and one 
each of diphtheria and scarlet fever. 
The report of the superintendent 
of the electric light plant showed 72 
lights cut in during 
the 
month of 
Ju n e ; GT arc lights in use; 27 meters 
were received and installed during 
the month. 
The report of the chief of 
police 
showed 38 arrests d u rin g the month; 
amount of 
fines collected 
$256.60. 
The report of the clerk of the m uni­ 
cipal court corresponded with that 
of the chief of police. 
An extended communication was 
received from Mayor Halsted con­ 
tain ing many 
recommendations of 
importance. .He respectfully called 
attention of the council to the im m e­ 
diate necessity of pavin g Kindred 
street, in Fast Brainerd. 
He called 
attention to the fact that this section 
of the city has no public improve­ 
m ents of 
any ch aracter whatever, 
and has been too long neglected , that 
there is probably more travel over 
Kindred, Kingwood and Broadw ay 
north than any other thoroughfares 
in the city outside the business cen­ 
ter: the stre e ts named are in bad 
condition, and 
he 
strongly 
urged 
the 
need 
of paving these 
streets 
at the earliest practicable moment. 
H e 
Mated 
that 
north 
Broadw ay 
should be paved from N. P. tracks to 
Kingwood, and 
Kingwood to the 
bridge, and surely Hast Brainerd is 
entitled to at least one paved street, 
Kindred. 
Another matter which the mayor 
called attention to is the question of 
sew erage. 
He urged that a complete 
sy stem of sew erage is a crying neces­ 
sity. 
The city is gro w in g rapidly, 
and it is in the highest degree unwise 
and unsafe to delay the matter longer 
The lack of se w e rag e is plainly the 
cause of much of the sickness that 
has been so general in the city d u r ­ 
ing the past ye ar or two, and 
the 
longer the present stat*' of affairs is 
permitted to continue, the greater 
will the public health suffer. 
He recommended that the city en ­
